BRITISH TRANSPORT SUNK BY 


SUBMARINE 


London, August 17.—The British 
‘transport Royal Edward has been 
jtorpedued and sunk by a German 
submarine. Announcement to this 
efiect was made officially today. Six 
, hundred men were saved out of 1350 
troops and 220 others on board. The 
text of the announcement fcl.lows: 

“The British transport Royal Ed- 
ward was sunk by an enemy | sJb- 
marine in the Aegean last. Sunday 
morning, Acedtiding to the informa- 
tion at present. available tha trans- 
port had on board 32 military offic- 
ers and 1350 troops in addition to 
the ship’s crew of 220 officers and 
men. The troops consisted mitity of 
| reinforcements for the 29th devision 
jand details of the Royal Army Med- 
ical corps. Full informaiton has 
not yet heen received but it is known 
that about 600 have been saved."’ 

Solar as has been reported official- 
ly, this is the first 'nstance in which 
a Biltish transport has been attack- 
ed successfully by a submigrine. It

itroops across many seas without 
loss of iife.

WE CAN’T SELL OUR HORSES 


Why keep our horses in cold stor- 
age,-asks the Toronto World: It is 
a pertinent question which is being 
asked by horsemen all over the Do- 
minion. 

The Canadian Government official- 


.|ly states that there were close to 2,- 


950,0C0 horses ‘in Canada in June 
last, which were valued at $126 per 
head. When the war opened the 
surplus ct these horses was availab- 
able for war purposes, and the 
horse market was given g new lease 
af life. After ‘being in g depressed 
condition it seemed that here was 
the tonic which was required to re- 
adjuss matters. The West had sud- 
denly ceased to be a heavy buyer of 


horses and had commenced to  pro- 
duce its own in an extensive -man- 
ner, and at’ the same time, breed- 


ing: in Ontario has not slackened up. 


Then came the war demand to re- 
lieve depression, but the Dominicn 
government managed to get an em- 
Largo. placed on the horse manket, 
and cleared the, field for its own 
buyers. Politics need not enter the 
discussion at all, even though the 


4memory of tke exposure of Maritime 


Province methods is bing stirred up 
again. 

It is a fact that Canadian buyers 
are not now buying horses to aly 
extent at  ail—and no reason has 
been. given. 

Meanwhile every week thousands of 
horses pass. through the Toronto 
market, from the United States, en 
route to the front, while the arriv- 
als on the market which handies the 
government purchases gre doing wel! 
if they hit the hundred mark. 

Canadign dealers say that they 
could supply a better quality of 
horse at the same price that is be- 
ing paid by the British government 
in the United Statés, but the patri- 
otic government at Ottawa is too 
taken up with promoting production 
to allow the open market idea to 
prevail. They brazenly clain the 
market as their own, and then, ap- 
Parently, refuse to use that market. 

And nothing ‘iis said! The Canad- 
ian horsemen must be content to sit 
down and let matters run their 
course, or they will be unpatriotic. 
But they are Leginning to ask ques- 
vions, and some day the government 
v0ll be pressed to answer the press- 
ing queeies of ‘‘Why.” 

“We know that Gener:d Benson, 
who represents the British sovern- 
ment, was prepared to buy very. ex- 
ten'!.vely in Canada if given the op- 
portunity, as he knew the worth of 
Canadian horses and he knew where 
he could get uh2 pattern he soueht, 
but’ our government. saw fit to put 
an emiargo on any purchares by 
him: for the British Army.’’ says the 
Toronto World (Conservative). 

“Some kind ‘of an’ explanation 
should be immodiately forthcoming, 
or jrather, we think that the gov- 
ernment, when they get all the facts 
wii be only too glad to change the 
present rules and allow the Canad- 
ian farmer and dealer an opportun- 
ity of supplying horses to the Al- 
ies. It will bring mtlions of money 
into the country at once, and the 
country can eatlily stand this mong; 
coming into  circulation.’’ —Weekly

MILKING RECORDS 
OF PURE BRED COWS 


ch of the federal department of ag- 
viculture, in co-operation with cer- 
tain record associations, representing 


breeds of dairy cattle, began to re-' 


cord the peiformance of pure bred 
milking cows. Hach record associa- 
tion agreed upon a standard of yheld 
for cows of its respective breed to 
quetify for registration, while the 
Live Stock commissioner formulated 
regulations wnder’ which the tests 
lwere to be carried out. At the end 
of each yegr a report of the work 
has been isswed, containing a list of 
the animals that qualified for reg\s- 


tration during the year, their breed, 


age, ownership, milking period, pro- 
duciton of_milk and fat and such 
other information as might reason- 
ably be looked for in an official re- 
port, Each year the work has in- 
‘creased until the seventh report just 
issued, contains no less than 152 
pages tof ‘information. During the 
year, 413 cows qualified for registrat- 
‘ton, including 196 Holsteins, 123 Ayr- 
sktres, 35 Jerseys, 9 Guernseys, 14 
French Canadians and 36 Shorthorns 
;The highest records made were:— 
{Shorthorn, 15,435 ths mil‘, 540 tbs 
ieee French Canadian, 10,767 tbs milk 
453 tbs fat; Guernsey, 11,445 tbs milk 
520 Ibs fat; Holstein 23,717 tbs milk
